New credit card policies for CSUs | 


Students will be charged fee 
to register with credit cards

Starting this fall, students will. be 
required to pay an additional fee to use a 
credit card to pay their tuition and other 
fees, and Visa will no longer be accepted at 
Sacramento State. 

A 3.15 percent fee on credit card use 
will be implemented starting June 14, when 
students begin to pay for fall semester fees. 
Jonathan Self, associate vice president 


of finance, said the uni- 
versity has absorbed the 
processing fee of stu- 
dent usage of credit

Because of budget constraints, 
Sacramento State’s updated stu- 
dent information system has been 
delayed until 2007, one year from 
the projected date. 

The delay is the result of a man- 
date from the California State 
University chancellor, which halt- 
ed progress on the new program. 

‘The mandate basically said, if 
you’re in the middle of a project, 
continue,” said Linda Leake, the 
project director of Common 
Management Systems. “But don’t 
start anything else.” 

PeopleSoft, a. Common 
Management Systems project, 
includes a student administration 
program that is set to replace 
CasperWeb. PeopleSoft also con- 
sists of new programs for human 


resources and finance. 

The human resources — and 
finances parts of the program have 
already been implemented at Sac 
State. The university has halted 
progress on the student administra- 
tion aspect of the program because 
it is the most expensive part of the 
three. | 

. “The student administration 


piece of the program will be post- 


poned because it is the most costly 


piece,” Leake said. 


Students will begin using the 
program in fall 2007. The 20- 
month construction on the program 
will commence summer 2005. 
Originally, Common Management 


‘Systems had planned to begin 


working on the student aspect of 


PeopleSoft this summer, and stu- 


dents would begin to use the sys- 
tem in October 2006.

Students crash

Students gathered last week to 
protest a ceremony at Capital 
Public Radio that excluded stu- 
dent involvement, according to 
protesters.

Capital Public Radio held a 
private ceremony to honor the 
completion of their new on-cam- 
pus facility. University President 
Alexander Gonzalez was presént 
at the.ceremony, as well as sever- 
al administrators. 

Rafael Chavez, KSSU student 
manager, was the only student 
invited to the ceremony. Chavez 
said he requested a guest list of 
30 students to the ceremony but 
was denied by CPR. 

“Michael Lazar, general man- 
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ager of Capital Public Radio, said 
the event was a “building dedica- 
tion” ceremony and was a private 
occasion. 

“Rafael knew that this was a 
private party,” Lazar.said. “But 
he decided to bring students any- 
way.” 

While the students were in 
front of the CPR facility, they 
were approached by Julia L. 
Jenness, chairwoman of Capital 
Public Radio, and were asked to 
leave and return to the open 
house two days later. 

The students refused to leave 
and made their way around the 
building to where the outdoor 
ceremony was being held on the 
opposite side of the entrance. 

The students marched into the 
ceremony. and listened to 
Gonzalez and Janness speak, 
then left when Lazar began his 
speech. 

Campus police arrived to the 
scene, but did not address the stu-

admission into CSUs and UCs

Gov. Amold Schwarzenegger 
has proposed to waive the fees of 
eligible freshman applicants 
involved in a program that would 
redirect them from University of 
California and California State 
University campuses to community 
colleges statewide. 


The bill, AB 2833, would estab-_ 


lish a dual admissions program 
where eligible applicants not direct- 
ly admitted would be guaranteed 


placement in a CSU or UC campus. 
providing they complete their lower 


division work at a community col- 
lege. 

This legislation comes at a time 
of such budget constraints that 10 
percent of students from CSU and 
UC campuses will be rejected 
because of the lack of funding for 
higher education. 

According to the bill’s author, 
Republican Assemblyman George 
Plescia, it would “mitigate the 
impact on students which cannot be 
accommodated as a result of the 
Administration’s proposal to reduce 


freshman enrollment at UC and’ 


CSU by 10 percent.” 

The LAO, a nonpartisan organ- 
ization that analyzes the budget, 
said the program is expected to save 
the state $3.4 million by redirecting 
7,000 students to the community 
college system. 

_ While the Legislative Analyst 
Office is in favor of the proposal, it 
stresses that the program should 
only include students on a volun- 
tary basis. It said that the program 
should -also guarantee students 


admission into the university of 


their choice once they have attend- 
ed a community college. 

In an official statement the 
office said, “In order to encourage a 
student to participate in this ‘redi- 


rection,’ the segments could guar- 
antee a student's admission to his or 
her first-choice campus after com- 
pleting lower-division coursework 
at a community college.” 


Critics say this creates problems | 


as universities in high demand may 
become overloaded with these 


transfer students and may be unable 


to accommodate them. 

The office is opposed to the 
administration waiving student fees 
while attending a community col- 
lege believing that it is already an 
affordable alternative to attending a 
CSU or UC. The office also said 
that students in dire need of finan- 
cial assistance at a community col- 
lege already have their fees paid for 
by the Board of Governors fee 
waiver program. 

CSU Spokeswoman _ Clara 
Potes-Fellow said that CSU was in 
support of the governor’s proposal 
and if passed would take actions to 
put,the measure into place. 

‘The CSU is going to send let- 
ters out to students not. directly 


admitted to CSU campuses giving — 


them the option to be apart of the 
dual admission program, ” Potes- 
Fellow said. 

Califomia State Student 
Association has also registered its 
support for the bill. 

“We support the bill because we 


believe if they are going to do it, we 


should make sure it’s done right to 


facilitate the students,” said Laura 


Kerr, CSSA director of government 
relations Laura Kerr.

does not support the governor’s pro- . 


posal, arguing that community col- 
leges do not have the necessary 


resources to serve these additional.

“For many community college 
students this is their only option,” 
Baker said. “We have to make sure 
there is equity. Why should com- 
munity college students suffer? 

“We find this extremely unfair 
and unjust,’ Baker said. “Why 
should transfer students get a free 
ride?”

however, Baker said that communi- 
ty colleges have been growing by 3 
to 4 percent every year and the pro- 
posal would barely cover the 
33,000 students already enrolled 
that are not funded by the govern- 
ment. | 

Marlon Cuellar, Associated 
Students Inc. director of govern- 
mental affairs, said he does not 
think redirecting students to com- 
munity colleges offers the same 
academic experiences and opportu- 
nities as a CSU or UC. 

“T strongly believe that I am here 
right now in this position. because I 
was able to acquire the knowledge 
by starting as a freshman at Sac 
State,” Cuellar said. _ 

Cuellar also said he fears this 
proposal could have a negative 
impact on minority students. 

“Minorities might be more will- 
ing to accept this program because 
it will save them money, but By 
might lose out in the te run,” 
Cuellar said.

Bob Buckley, the chairman of 
the faculty senate and a member of 
the Common Management 
Systems steering committee, said 
that this is the second time that the 
student administration part of 
PeopleSoft has been delayed. 

The new computer system, 
which will cost Sac State $18- $20 
million over eight to 10 years, has 
been a contested issue since its 
introduction. Supporters of 
PeopleSoft say that the new tech- 
nology of the program will pro- 
duce increased efficiency in com- 
parison to the antiquated system 
the university is currently using. 

Leake said that the enduring 
effect of the chancellor's mandate 
will be the creation of consistency 
across the CSU system, which will 
lead to long-term financial bene- 
fits. 


“The consistency across the 


CSU system will provide better 
leverage in negotiating,’ Leake 
said. “PeopleSoft will be more 


eager to represent the entire CSU | 


system, rather than just Sac State.” 

Leake also said that the com- 
munal computer software will also 
increase efficiency, because infor- 
mation will be more readily acces- 
sible, and will be gathered and 
entered the same way across all 23 
CSU campuses. 

Edward Del Biaggio, vice pres- 
ident for administration and the 
chairman of the Common 
Management Systems steering 
committee, said the debate 
between introducing the new pro- 
gram and keeping the old could be 
compared to buying a computer or 
keeping an old-fashioned type- 
writer. 

Del Biaggio said that although 
the new system will be much more 
efficient than the old, there are still 
people who are resistant to change. 

“There were people who didn’t 
want to change,” Del Biaggio said,

isfaction. 

“If we go public and criticize 
CSU spending on (Common 
Management Systems), the public 
perception will be that the CSU is 
wasting money, so don’t give them 
anymore,” Chopyak said. “We 
can’t afford to have people think. 
that we’re squandering money.” 

The Los Rios community col- 
lege district is already using 
PeopleSoft. Andy DeLucia, a pho- 
tography instructor at Sacramento 
City College, said that eset

DeLucia said that he believes 
the cost of the program will 
increase as the implementation gets 
pushed back, because PeopleSoft 
charged his campus $3,000 per 
hour of work. 

Besides the expense, DeLucia 
said that the program itself is “‘hor- 
rible”. He said that students’ grades 
ate often deleted after the instruc- 
tors submit them. He also said that 
the program drops students from . 
class lists. 

DeLucia said that when the stu- 
dent administration part is imple- 
mented, he would advise Sac State 
students to double check that they 
are registered for all their classes. 

‘T really feel sorry for your col- 
lege,” DeLucia said.

Continued from A1 
universities absorb the cost of 
credit card fees. He said the main 
reason the new policy is being 
implemented is that not only are 
registration fees increasing, but so 
are the number of students using 
credit cards on campus. 

“Some universities no longer 
accept credit charges,” Self said. 

“Tf students do not choose to 
use those credit cards, they won’t 
have to pay the extra fee,” said 
Paul Nobles, associate vice presi- 
dent for academic affairs, budget 
and planning. 
Nobles said the $600,000 that — 
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would be saved by the university 
could support the faculty neces- 
sary to teach 120 classes. 

Charles Reed, chancellor of 
the California State University 
system, recently declared a 
“freeze” on any new fees. This 
does not include raising existing 
fees. As a result, the university 
turned to an outside source to han- 
dle the assessment and collection 
of credit card processing charges. 

The outsourcing is currently 
handled by Cash Net Co. This 
contract will serve as a temporary 
solution until the freeze is lifted by 
the chancellor. Self hopes that by 


next year the university will be 
able to end the contract with Cash 
Net, allowing the university to 
implement its own fee that will be 
about half the Cash Net fee, Self 
said. one 

In addition to the, credit card 
fee, Visa will no longer be accept- 
ed. The Visa Corp. does not allow 
a service charge that is based on a 
percentage, only a flat rate, 
prompting the university not to 
continue business with Visa. 

“T- understand why the univer- 
sity is doing it,” said Nicole Croly, 

- ASI director of education. “It’s 
unfortunate that it falls back on the 
students.” 

Self understands that students 
will not be content with the extra 
fee, but the university did not have 
any other options. 

“T think it’s a crime that stu- 
dents have to suffer the increase of 
credit card use,” said Leonie

the red slate has not run a “neg- 
ative campaign.” He also. said 
that he would “not talk about 
what the other candidates have 
done.” 

“Tm not going to talk about 
how Brandon Kline asked me 
to run with him, and he started 
bragging about how he busted 
Peter (Ucovich’s) boards last 
year,” Wood said. 

Kline criticized ASI’s intro- 
duction of colors to identify the 
political parties, effectively cir- 
cumventing the prohibition of 
slates. 


“The colors are ridiculous ... 
and we’re in this predicament 
thanks to the current sitting 
board,” Kline said. 

Luke Wood, who is the red 
slate candidate for vice president 
of finance,’ directed his attacks 
towards Sacramento State 
President Alexander Gonzalez. 


““We have the president of the

not allowed to pass on the credit 
card transaction fees to customers, 
however, government organiza- 
tions are not covered by these rules. 
State agencies say they charge 
these fees to cover the cost of ven- 
dors who provide credit card trans- 
action services. Vendors like 
Official Payment Corporation are 
hired by state agencies like the 
Franchise Tax Board. These ven- 
dors charge a fee for their services 
and that fee is passed on to the cus- 
tomer through a_ surcharge.

According to the Official Payment 
Corporation’s Web site, the fee cov- 
ers the cost associated with provid-

“The convenience fee covers 
the cost of processing the payment 
transaction,”’ said a statement on the 
OPC Web site. - 

Bowen believes that the state 
can save money by encouraging 
individuals to use their credit cards 


to complete transactions rather than 
~ paying by checks or cash. 


The senator pointed to findings 


from a 2001 survey conducted by . 


the. America Association of Motor 
Vehicle Administrators. The report 
showed that the personnel cost 
associated with an over-the-counter 
transaction is higher compared to 
Internet credit card payments. 

Over-the-counter transactions 
“actually cost the state more” 
money, Bretschneider said. 

He argued that credit card cus- 
tomers are being forced to pay a 
fee, while those that pay by check 
are not. Bowen feels that con- 
sumers will avoid paying by credit 


card in order to safe themselves 
from the cost of surcharges. 

Groups like California State 
Association of Counties are 
opposed to limiting the state’s abil- 
ity to charge a credit card fee. 

“Counties simply cannot afford 
to recoup those costs, and current 
statute allows us to pass those cost 
along to the customer,” said Jean 
Hurst, legislative representative for 
the Association of Counties. “If a 
county were required to pick up 
those costs on their own, we believe 
that the counties would no longer 
be able to afford to provide the con- 
venience to the customer of offer- 
ing a credit card payment.” 

Bowen said that she would con- 
tinue to pursue the issue. She plans 
to submit a recommendation to the 
Governor’s California Performance 
Review Commission. In the mean- 
time, if Sac State decides to extend 
a surcharge fee no legislation will 
be available to protect students.

(U-WIRE) MEDFORD, Mass. — .On its 
April 7 debut, more people watched FOX’s 
“The Swan” — in which so-called “ugly duck- 


lings” are surgically transformed into 
“swans” — than “The Bachelor’ and “The 
West Wing.” 


The success of plastic sured: coninic 
shows such as “The Swan,” ABC’s “Extreme 
Makeover,” and MTV’s “I Want A Famous 
Face” is keeping with the national increase in 
surgical procedures: according to the 
American Society of Plastic Surgeons, 8.7 
million cosmetic plastic surgeries were per- 
formed in 2003 — a 32 percent increase from 
2002. 

The amount of college-age individuals 
undergoing plastic surgery is on the increase 
as well — people aged 19 to 34 made up 26 
percent of 2003’s cosmetic surgeries. 
According to Julie Dobrow, program director 
of the Tufts University Communications and 
Media Studies program, the increased media 
attention to plastic surgery may have an 
impact on these numbers. _ 

“In general, when something is on TV, it 
tends to legitimize (the subject) for many 
viewers,” Dobrow said. “It seems logical to 
assume that the spate of programs on now 
that show plastic surgery, often in rather 
graphic ways ... may serve to lessen any stig- 
ma associated.” 

The American Society of Plastic Surgeons 


feels similarly. Their website states, “This 


past year’s growth may be attributed to the 
attention plastic surgery received from the 
entertainment industry, which spotlighted 
plastic surgery and perhaps, created a larger 
interest from the public.” 

Dr. Kenneth Rose of the Manhattan-based 


Advanced Cosmetic Surgery office agreed. 


“These shows do lessen the stigma attached 
to plastic surgery — they tell people its ok, 
that it’s not taboo anymore,” he said. “But 
they can also put forth some unrealistic 
expectations. There is one group of college- 
aged patients that get plastic surgery for all 
the wrong reasons. They think surgery will 
make them more popular, and it doesn’t work 
like that.” .

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Even though these shows bring the issue 
of plastic surgery into popular media and are 
said to decrease the societal taboo, they may 


actually have the opposite effect on students. ¢ 


“College students tend not to watch a lot of 
TV and tend to be a fairly skeptical segment 
of the viewers,” Dobrow said. “My guess 
here is that these shows would be interpreted 
more along the lines of, ‘Isn’t it amazing what 


people will go through for their 15 minutes of . 


fame?’ or ‘Hard to believe what networks are 
doing to get their share of the market.’” 

“T think it’s a bad message to send,” Tufts 
University sophomore Danielle Emery said. 
“Tf you aren’t happy with how you look, 
come on TV, we’ll make you beautiful.’ 
They’re just exploiting people’s bad self 
images to make a buck.” 

“Tt used to be, “Get makeup and you’ll be 
pretty,” sophomore Melissa Marver said. 
“Then, it was, ‘Go on a diet.’ Now, you have 
to have surgery to make you look like a super- 
model or a movie star before you can be 
happy with your appearance. I find it all 
repulsive.” 

Marver’s opinion that these shows nega- 
tively affect people’s self-esteem is supported 
by the research of senior and sociology major 
Julia Karol, who is doing her thesis on reality 
television. 

“From my research, I can say that there is 
a very clear physical ideal, and that this ideal 
contrasts [with] images of unacceptable phys- 
ical looks,” Karol said. “For some programs, 


the ideal is presented as normal so that any-” 


thing less than the ideal is abnormal or EeaK: 
ish.” 

Two Tufts students who have had plastic 
surgery say rat have done so only to have 
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something removed, or for minor corrective 


- surgery. 


“‘T have been to a plastic surgeon,” sopho- 


‘more Nilanjona Mitra said. “But that was 
only because I’m allergic to piercing and get 


keloids [thick scar tissue], so I just got them 
removed Deca I wanted to get my ears 
pierced again.” — 

“All my life, I had had a bad habit of bit- 
ing the inside of my upper lip whenever I was 
nervous,” an anonymous student said. “After 
a while, a cyst-like thing developed, and once 
it became clearly noticeable, I had just plastic 
surgery to slice it off.” 

Not all students, however, feel negatively 
about plastic. surgery. Freshman Gabriela 
Rocha Oliveira has not seen the latest 
onslaught of plastic surgery reality TV, but 
she has a favorable opinion of the practice as 
her father is a plastic surgeon in Brazil. 

“I’m from Brazil and plastic surgery is 
really popular [there]... it’s normal,” Oliveira 
said. “It’s like going to the hairdresser.” 

Oliveira disagrees with plastic surgery’s 


negative connotations. 


“T think if you have a problem with your- 
self and you’re not happy with or satisfied 
with it and there’s a way to change, I think it’s 
a positive thing,” she said. | 

Tufts is not the only school whose have 
negative impressions of television shows like 
“The Swan.” 

“I think [these programs are] ruining peo- 
ple’s self-confidence,’ Columbia University 
sophomore Lisa Heffner said. “People won’t 
be happy with their own looks and bodies 
because they are being taught that there’s 
something better out there that’s attainable 
through surgery.” 

“I think [these shows] are disgusting,” 
Ohio Wesleyan sophomore Loren Davis 
agreed. “I don’t need to see these things on 
television.” 

Many students wouldn’t want to undergo 
them, either. 

“Personally I would not get plastic sur- 
gery, because I feel it’s more important to 
accept myself and all my flaws rather than to 
try and change them by very expensive and 
most likely painful surgery,’ sophomore 
Rhiannon Deierhoi said.

GIVE STUDENTS CREDIT 


alifornia’s financial catastrophe may 
have inspired skeptics to predict the end 
of higher education in the Golden State. But 
while the sky may not have collapsed on the 
university just yet, administration recently 
handed down a new policy that suggests the 
apocalypse could be closer than anybody 
thought. 
Starting in June, Sacramento State will be- 
gin passing on a 3.15 percent convenience 
charge to students who pay their registration 


fees via phone or the Internet with their Mas- 


terCard, Discover or American Express cred- 
it card. Moreover, students who pay in person 
or by mail will be required to pay their fees 
with cash, check or money order. And if you 
used a Visa card to cover registration expens- 
es in the past, then you’re out of luck — those 
aren’t accepted at all. 

Jon Self, Sac State’s associate vice president 
of finance, predicts that passing credit card fees 
along to registrants will save the university al- 
most $600,000 per year in the school’s gen- 
eral fund. Self told The State Hornet last week 
_ that the new policy follows a trend begun at 
other California State Universities, including 
Sac State President Alexander Gonzalez’s 
former stomping grounds at San Marcos. 

Self added that at both San Marcos and 
here in Sacramento, Gonzalez preferred to 
spend general fund money to pay for more 
classroom-related expenses. But notwith- 


standing the president’s good-hearted logic, 
and although the $45 fee that most credit card 
users will absorb is hardly crippling, it’s im- 
possible to make sense of the university com- 
pletely disallowing Visa on the basis of a 
small fee that the credit card prohibits vendors 
from passing onto consumers. 

What’s worse, while Visa forbids the 3.15 
percent convenience charge, Self said it does 
permit a flat fee on top of the registration ex- 
penses themselves. However, since CSU 
Chancellor Charles Reed recommended 
against new campus fees in 2003, Sac State 
faces the bizarre dilemma of rejecting the 
world’s most popular credit card at a time 


_ when its student body has fewer and fewer op- 


tions available to pay for classes. 
You have to give the administration some 


thanks for trying to preserve the convenience 


associated with using credit cards, but even 
temporarily disabling students’ Visa option 
is an action that shows less foresight than it 
does reactionary cost-cutting strategies; faced 
with a budget shortfall, it seems the last thing 


you would ‘want to do ‘is curtail your cus-"| 


tomers” spending power. 

Nevertheless, students will always find a 
way to pay for school — the CSU is counting 
on it. But even if the sky hasn’t fallen, this lat- 
est move is proof that students can always 
count on taking the fall for Sac State’s budg- 
et woes.

Another controversial budget is- 
sue is the committee’s refusal to 
take into account the board’s charge 
that $45,000 be given to the Recre- 
ational Sports clubs. The committee 
didn’t feel it was fair to give the 
Rec Sports clubs that much money 
when it already receives money as 
a program. 

Throughout my very long col- 
lege career, Rec Sports has never 


. crossed my path; ~ I’ve never seen 


a Rec Sports game, and I’ve never 
been asked to join a Rec Sports 
team. Maybe I’m just bitter that no 
one ever thought I was athletic 
enough. to participate, but then 
again, maybe I just think that pick- 
up games of ultimate Frisbee should 
have nothing to do with my col- 
lege education, 

The final issue — concerning 
ASI’s Dollars for Organizations and 
Clubs and Student Education Loans 


fund —is not as much of an “issue” 
as it should be. | 

A fund development commit- 
tee should be examining this prob- 
lem, but instead it chose to take a 
year off and let clubs beg for mon- 
ey. | 
. “DOC-SEL is for clubs to use as 
assistance, not as a crutch,” said 
ASI vice president of fmance Luke 
Wood. 

Even though most clubs rely on 


money from the ASI budget, some — 


clubs actually raise money the old 
fashioned way: They earn it. The ski 
club and MECHA are two clubs that 
have had high expenses but have 
earned considerable amounts of 
money. So why can’t other Sac 
State clubs and programs do the 
same? 

Granted, edeas find a college 
life in certain programs and clubs, 
but if it means that much to them, 
then they should take their own 
time and money to preserve it. 
Throw a carwash, a bakesale or a 
blood drive. 

If it weren’t for The State Hor- 
net, I don’t know where I would 
be (except for maybe graduated).

Tillman 
sacrificed

early two years ago Pat Tillman 
was the focus of the sports 
world when he enlisted in the 
U.S. Army. By doing so, the 25-year- 
old free-spirit left behind his wife of 
two months, the limelight of the NFL 
and a $3.6 million contract offer from 
the Arizona Cardinals. 

Fans were left to speculate why 
Tillman would give up a dream-job to 
put himself in harm’s way. After all, 
Tillmgn only made mention of his deci- 
sion to friends and family, while declin- 
ing all media interview requests. 

Tillman was once again the focus of 
the sports world on Friday. This time 
his decision to enlist wasn’t being spec- 
ulated; rather the life he gave up to pro- 
tect his country was being celebrated. 
Tillman, a member of the elite Army 
Rangers, was killed Thursday during an 
ambush on a coalition combat patrol in 
Afghanistan. 

Shortly after receiving word of 
Tillman’s death, Michael Bidwill, _ 
Cardinals vice president and general 


counsel said, “In sports, we have a ten- 
dency to overuse terms like courage, 


--bravery-and heroes. Phen-someone spe=~-~ 


cial like Pat Tillman comes along and 
reminds us of what those terms really 
mean.” 

Tillman became the second player in 
NFL history killed during combat. Bob 
Kalsu, a 25-year-old. guard for the 
Buffalo Bills, died July 21, 19°70, in 
Vietnam. 

Steve Mooshagian, Wacihento 
State’s head football coach and former 
wide receivers coach for the Cincinnati 
Bengals, had the opportunity to coach 
against Tillman in 2000. 

‘Pat Tillman was a great player and 
even-more than that, a great person and 
true patriot,” Mooshagian said. “It’s a 
sad day to lose a quality person like Pat, 
but he was doing something he loved 
and will always be remembered for his 
love for our country.” 

Just weeks before the 2003 college 
football season began, Sac State line- 
backer Andrew Bonner followed 
Tillman’s lead, leaving football to enlist 
in the Army. In a letter addressed to the 
Hornets’ football staff, Bonner wrote, “I 
now feel that I can do more good with a 
rifle in my hands than a football.” 

Because of medical problems, 
Bonner was unable to enlist; however, 
his intent was clear. Like Tillman, he 
chose to defend his country instead of 
an end zone. 

Across the nation people have been 
paying tribute to Tillman by honoring 
his life and telling his heroic tale. 
Although many soldiers have sacrificed 
their lives to protect their country, never 
had a name, face or story been as well- 
known as Tillman’s. 

When word circulated that Tillman 
finished his training to become an Army 
Ranger and had been deployed to the 
Middle East, his supporters half-heart- 
ediy joked that Osama bin Laden and 
Saddam ‘Hussein had better watch out. 
The man who woulca’t step down from 
any battle on the football field was now 
loose on the field of combat. 

Although Tillman’s life tragically 
ended in a firefight on that field, he 
died a hero. Unfortunately, it sometimes 
takes tragedy to remember what truly 
makes a hero. Heroes are Tillman, 
Kalsu, Bonner and every other person 
who has been willing to give up every- 
thing to protect their country.

To fight the battle against rape, women are gather- 
ing in higher numbers than ever to show their strength 
and unity. And to win the battle, men are joining the 
fight, as well. The allies are stronger than ever. 
Sacramento State’s Women’s Resource Center, fo- 
cusing on promoting gender equally among students, 
is CO-Sponsoring tonight’s Women Take Back the Night 
event at the Residence Halls Quad, at 6 p.m. 

Women Take Back the Night is a global event, tak- 
ing place annually since 1976, according to Women 
Take Back The Night’s Web site. The highlight of the 
Women Take Back The Night event is a passionate 
march of thousands of women through the dark city 


streets at night, taking those streets back that were 





once inhabited by the fear and trepidation of women. 

The event is not exlusively for women, though. 

Men are starting to catch on; they know that for the 
next step to be taken in winning this fight, they will have 
to be present to show that no one is tolerant of rape. 

Mark Sittig, president of the UC Davis Men Acting 
Against Rape organization, was concerned about rape 
against women at and away from UC Davis, so he de- 
cided to not only speak up against rape, but actually take 
a stand — set an example for other men — and act against 
it. 

“More men don’t get involved because it is a diffi- 
cult subject to talk about; it has always been seen as a 
women’s issue,” Sittig says. “Once men who’ ve want- 
ed to get involved in preventing rape see our club and 
other men becoming active, that will make them more 
comfortable in supporting the cause.”

First-year criminal justice major Jarett Haggmark 
plans to attend. “I have a friend that’s been raped in my 
house during a party, so going to this event is one way 
I can continue to show my support for her,’ Haggmark 
says. 

According to the United States Department of Jus- 
tice, one in every four college women have either been 
raped or have been the victim of an attempted rape; only 
16 percent of all rapes are reported. 

Men Acting Against Rape is there not only to pre- 
vent the perpetuation of rape and rape myths, but also 
to lend a helping hand to anyone wanting to talk about 
her experience with rape or the hurt received resulting 
from a loved one being raped. 

Women Take Back the Night is one way to make 
this effort public.
